Story of the Shooting. 

The story of the shooting of Mr. Rawn 
was told to Tun Tarsune by Ralph G. Co- 
burn, a son-in-law of the victim, over the 
telephone this morning. 

“Mr. Rawn was awakened by sounds on 
the first floor of the house,“ he said. Mr. 
Rawn also was awakened and he also heard 
the sounds. He insisted upon going down to 
ascertain the cause, although Mrs. Rawn 
tried to perevade him not to do it. 

„He descended .the stairs and had barely 
reached the landing when everyone in the 
house was awakened by the roar of two 
shots fired in quick succession. 

Never Regains Consciousness. 

„ rushed out as did the others. We found 
Mr. Rawn lying in his night clothes. Blood 
was trickling from. his breast. 

He struggled, turned over, tried to speak, 
and could not. We sent in hurried calls for 
a doctor. Mr. Rawn died within five or six 
minutes after the shot had been fired. He did 
not regain consciousness. 

„ We immediately summoned the Win- 
netka police, and it was they who found the 
mark on the door which established the fact 
that the crime had been committed by a 
burglar. Other than that we have no clew. 

Occupied It as Summer Home. 

“The house was cecupied by Mr. and Mrs. 
Rawh, their daughter, Mrs. Bigelow, and 
my wife and myself and our two children, 
There were also three servans in the house, 
the cook, Mrs. Rawn’s meld, and Mrs. 
Bigelow’e maid. None of the rest of us 
heard the sound of the burglar.” 

Only one bullet took effect. The other | 
went wild. 

A halt hour after the murder had been | 
committed Pinkerton detectives and other 
private detectives were hired by the sons of 
the dead man. 

„ We will offer a reward,” said Mr. Co- 
burn and spare no expense to capture the 
assassin.

The bullet ae found in the bookcase which

the glass bookcase door near the top and 
almost at the edge of the door and in the 
shadow of the molding which projected from 
the top of the bookcase. 

In this position the puncture made by the 
bullet was located in such a way as to be 
easily overlooked. It made a neat puncture 
in the door frame, tore through a thick legal 
brief which lay horizontal on the tops of the 
books on the upper shelf, and rolled over the 
rear of the books and dropped to the shelf. 
where it was found by the reporter. 

A pencil which exactly fitted the 88 caliber 
puncture indicated that the bullet was fired 
from a downward angie. It showed that 
Rigdon.must have held the revolver almost 
above his head, a position into which his 
arm was forced in the struggle with Mrs. 
Young. The lateral angle indicated that the 
ehot was fired as Rigdon stood almost against 
the south wall of the office, blocking the only 
passage to the outer door for any one who

The 
man, the guard says, spoke with an Amer- 
ican accent. He did not see in which direc- 
tion they went on their arrival in Paris, as 
he was at théother end of the train. 

The guard was shown the last photographs 
of Crippen and Ethel Leneve by a Scotland 
Yard detective and unhesitatingly identified 
them as the persons he had seen. 

The French police are not hopeful of this 
clew and believe that if the couple were 
the suspects they merely passed through the 
city, as all the hotels have been scoured in 
vain for traces of them. 


New Clew in London. 


LONDON, July 19.—Scotland Yard found 
today what is believed to be a clew to the 
disposition of the bones which, with the flesh 
unearthed in the celler in Hilldrop Crescent, 
once formed the body of Belle Elmore, the 
American actresa-wife of the physician.

MUSICIANS’ LOCAL IS FINED. 
Penalty Also Imposed on Its Presi- 


dent on Charge of Violating In- 
junction of. Circuit Court. 


Joseph Winkler, president of local No. 10 of 
the American Federation of Musicians, was 
held in contempt of court yesterday by 
Judge Walker in the Circuit court and fined

New York, July 19.—Theodore Roosevelt 
hopes the Republicans in Ohio will adopt a 
progressive platform, but taking an attitude 
in line with that of President Taft. He de- 
lines to exert influence for any candidate 
In the arte-convention situation. He made 
this plain in New York today after a con- 
ferencg with Judge Reynolds Kinkade of 
Toledo, who is regarded as the second choice 
of those Obi Republicans who are support- 
ing James R. Garfield, ex-secretary of the 
imterior, for the gubernatorial nomination. 
It is understood that Mr. Garfield had a 


Gartield’s supporters have agreed to throw 
their strength to the judge if Mr. Garfield is 
not nominated. 

Neither Col, Roosevelt nor Judge Kinkade 
would discuss their conference, nor would 
either of them reveal the contents of the let- 
ter which Judge Kinkade bore from Presi- 
dent Taft, with whom he talked on Sunday. 
Col. Roosevelt virtually admitted, however, 
that his approval of the candidacy of Judge 
Kinkade for the Republican nomination for 
governor of Ohio had been sought, when he 
said: 

cannot support any candidate for a 
nomination. I can only say that I hope a 
edis gg platform will be adopted in 
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Kansas tour, Mr. Cannon covered much the 


hand in Judge Kinkade’s visit today and that

Cannon has thoroughly poisoned the 
springs of representative government for 
thirty years. He has helped to block the 
way to light and freedom. 

Speaker Cannon was interested in just 
two things in the tariff bill—the protection 
of petroleum and its products, and the ta¥iff 
on ladies’ gloves. When the insurgents of- 
fered an amendment reducing the tariff on 
petroleum, Cannon left his chair and raged 
over the floor of the house like a wild man.

Taft’s Hand Stayed Cannon. 

“Then the insurgents became revolution- 
ists. We appealed from the decision of the 
chair and we won our fight. A big hand came 
down out of the blue sky and smashed Can- 
non, the glove schedule, the petroleum sched- 
ule and all, aha that hand was William H. 
Taft's. 

“The. greatest thing the insurgents have 
done,“ continued the speaker, has been to 
put Cannon off the committee on rules. It 
is no longer necessary for members of the 
committee to get down on their marrow 5, 
bones before the chairman for fear of an 
adverse report to the speaker. The insur- 
gents not only wish to take the power away 
from Speaker Cannon, but from all future 
speakers. The bulwark of the speaker’s 
power is his authority to appoint the com- 
mittees. They want to take that away from 
him. It will then be impossible for him 
either to reward or punish members.”

BRISTOW SLAPS AT CANNON. 

Topeka, Kan., July 19.—Senator Joseph L.

I then spoke to the man who calis for the 
laundry, and he acknowledged that they 
used an acid or preparation to whiten, for 
if the clothes were not the right color the 
people would kick.

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OUNTESS JOHANNA sCHAFF- 


GOTSCH, who celebrated her golden 


wedding tWo years ago, and whose 
* th last week has placed many of 

“ e Freatest houses of the German 
end Austrian @ristocracy in mourning, mer- 
ned in many respects the sobriquet of yil- 
lage countess,” given to that wife of the 
“Lord of Burleigh’ whose romantic mar- 
riage constitutes the theme of one of Tenny- 
son's Most beautiful poems. For although 
she was an honorary member of the feminine 
Order of St. Therésa of Bavaria, to belong to 
which as a regular ' chevaliere "’ requires a 
long list of exclusively noble forbears. she 
was the daughter of @ poor peasant woman of 
Upper Silesia. Her mother was a widow and 
earned her living by Working in the fields in 
summer and in the winter by helping in the 
laundry work of tome of the neighboring 
chateaux. Wages are stil) small in that part 
of the world, and in the early part of last 
century were even smaller; so that Witow 
Zaborze and her little daughter Johanns 
often went hungry, their principal fare con- 
sisting of potatoes and black bread. 

The people by whom she was employed 
were wont to permit her to have the child 
with her during her work. and one of the 
chateau owners by whom she was occasion- 
ally hired had his notice attracted to the 
child and became interested in the little 
thing. His name was Charles Godulla, and 
he was a self-made man, having worked his 
way up from foreman of an iron works to ite 
ownership. He commenced by giving pres- 
ente to the little girl, then arranged for her 
education, and for the maintenance of her 
mother and of herself. 

Finally, as he and his wife were childless, 
he adopted the girl, and caused her to assume 
his mame, He had meanwhile become the 
greatest jron master in Silesia, and enor- 
mousiy wealthy, and as he announced that 
Johanna would be his sole heiress, and as, 
moreover, she was an extremely pretty, 
clever, and winning girl, she had no lack of 
suitors. From among these she selected 
Count Hans Gotthard von Schaffgotsch, eld- 
est son of the nobleman of the same name 
who was for so many years gtand master of 
the ceremonies at the court of Berlin.

The marriage turned out an ideally happy 


one in every respect, and as the countess 
never made any attempt to secure presenta- 
tion at the courts of Vienna or of Berlin, 

she escaped any of the humiliations to which 
she might have been subjected on account of 
her peasam birth, and spent her entire ex- 
istence in Silesia, either on her immense es- 
tates or in the capitel of Silesia—namely: 

Breslau—where she owned a palace, beneath 
the roof of which the kaiser’s eldest sister. 
Princess Charlotte of Saxe-Metningen, and 
the latter's husband, the future sovereign. 

Duke of Saxe-Methingen, so long In command 
of the troops in Silesia, were frequent and 
welcome guests. In fact, thie village count- 
ess may be said to have entertained mem- 
bers of nearly all the reigning houses of Eu- 
rope, either at Breslau or on her estates, 
especially during the maneuvers of the Ger- 
man army in the eastern provinces, when old 
Emperer William, and likewise his grand- 
son, the present kaiser, on several occasions 
established their headquarters at her chateau 
of Koppits. 

Honored and respected by all of the local 
aristocracy, despite their characteristically 
provincial pride and arrogance of birth, and 
beloved by all the working elasses on ac- 
count of her open-handed charity and inex- 
hauste gyenerosity, she leaves a large 
family of children and grandchildren, all her 
sons bearing the Christian name of Gotthard, 
in accordance with the tradition that re- 
quires that every male Schaffgotsch should 
be thus baptized, and that every daughter 
of the house should bear the name of Hedwig. 

The Schaffgoteches are an ancient house. 
who received a berony of the holy Roman 
empire about the time of the reformation, 
and who were advancéd to the rank of count 
by the emperor of Germany a hundred 
years later. There are two branches, the 
chief one being established in Silesia, and 
accords its allegiance to the kaiser, while the 
junior one, now headed by Count Francie 
Schaffgotsch, a chamberlain of Emperor 
Francis Joseph, and a colonel of Austrian 
cavalry, makes its home in Bohemia.

The English “ village countess to whom 
I have made reference above, that is to say, 
the heroine of Tennyson's poem, was the wife 
of Henry Cecil, the first marquis of Exeter. 
His first marriage to the high born but fickle 
Emma Vernon had proved unhappy. After 
recovering his freedom through divorce, he 
became imbued with a spirit of restlessness 
and adventure, and spent several years tray- 
eling about the country on foot, disguised as a 
professional artist and landscape painter. In 
the course of his wanderings, he made the 
acquaintance of a peasant girl, whom he 
wooed and won, without disclosing the fact 
that through his father’s death he was next 
heir to the earldom of Exeter, to the other 
peerages, and to the estates of bis uncle. 
Her name was Salle Hoggins, and it is as 
such that she figures in the marriage register 
of the Üttle Shropshire church of Bolas. 
while he ts described merely as Henry Cecil. 

Some months later, the death of his uncle 
forced him to emergé from his retirement, 
in order to assume the administration of the 
estates and to take his seat in the house of 
lords. Tennyson telk us in his exquisite 
poem, The Lord of Burleigh, how Henry 
Cecil gradually disclosed to his wife, a 
woman of singular beauty and of much nat- 
ural refinement, his rea! rank and station. 
how he leads her from mansion to mension, 
from park to park, to inspect “ the stately 
homes where the wealthy nobles dwell,” and 
finally brings her to Burleigh (Burghley) 
neur Stamford, in Northamptonshire, where 
ane

Than all of those she saw before, 
Many a gallant gay domestic 
Bows before him at the door.“ 
And then, entering, he leads her from hall 
to kal

Sad ft is to have to reveal the comparatively 
brief duration of the romance. e affec- 
tion of the couple knew no abatement, until 
Lady Exeter—her husband had been ad- 
vanced from an earldom to a marquisate— 
diec three years later in child birth. The 
present Marquis of Exeter, who is the chief 
of the historic house of Cecil, to a junior 
branch of which Lord Ceci) belongs, is the 
great-grandson of this village countess, and 
owes his good looks to his lovely peasant an- 
cestress.

A COURT oF REVIEW. 

More than d year ago The Tribune 12 made a 
suggestion which was given less consideration | 
than, as we vee i it deserved. The suggestion | 
was this: Board of Review be replaced 
by a Court of te 8 

„he Tribune did not at that time and does 
not now imply any eritietem of the members of 
the Board of Review, but it has felt the reason- 
ablenese of the criticism which the institution 
itself as now organized has received, quite apart 
from the personalities of the reviewers. And it 
has believed that this criticiem is inevitable so 
long as the Inetitution exists, no matter who may 
be chosen to its membership. 

There is but one way to cure such an evil—and 
it is a serious evil that e important a piece of 
the machinery of government should be inevitably 
subject to the sort of criticism constantly almed 
at our boards of review-there is but one way. 
and that ie to amend or replace the institution 
itself. 

A Court of Review would sit as a court of law 
does, holding open sessions regularly under an 


orderiy, accepted procedure. The judges of re- 


view, elected, as the present reviewers are, by the 
people, would give up al! their time as the judges 
of our law courts do to the work of the court. 

A Court of Review on these lines would achieve 
the confidence of the public as a law court does 
and for the same reasons, through the dighity, 
formality, responsibility, and regularity of its 
proceedings. No informa! body such as a board 
can hope to gain such confidence, and in the case 
of such an tnstitution as the Board of Review. 
upon which rests one of the heaviest and most 
dificult and delicate duties of government, the 
adjustment of taxes. it is greatly to be desired 
that its judgments should have all the weight of 
the decisions of a tribunal of high rank. 

We subscribe to every word of this edi- 
torial. Though the members of the Board of 
Review draw a good salary—$7,000—they do 
not find it necessary to devote their entire 
energy to the fulfillment of their duty. But 
should the Board of Review be changed in the 
manner suggested by THs Tripung, in one 
stroke a corporation would come into ex- 
istence which, Uke other courts, always will 
be in session and which, for that reason, 
will develop a much greater capacity for 
work. 

Complaints against the Board of Review 
and ite decisions are frequent. But the ma- 
jority of them would cease as soon as the 
judicial decision is substituted for the deci- 
sién of the Board of Review. because the per- 
son concerned has the knowledge that his 
case has been carefully considered and ad- 
justed in accordance with the law. 

Here is a good opportunity for the various 
reformers—the web-footed as well as the 
others—to do a service for the general public 
by advocating the suggestion of Tur Trrp- 
UNE and endeavoring to bave it carried out, 
instead of each riding his own particular 
hobby, And our leading stateemen and pub- 
lic officials also could make themselves use- 
ful by pushing into the background their 
personal ambitions and coming out in favor 
of a reform which would be welcomed by 
every taxpayer.

Stream of Emigration 


Pours from Campania. 
BY GEORGE A. DORSEY, PH. D., LL. D. 
APLES, Campania, Italy, May 19.—The 


department of Campania is an easy sec- 

ond to Sicily in its emigration to the 

United States. There are nearly half a 

million Sicilians in the United States; of 
Campanians, between 300,000 and 400,000. Up 
to 1906 Campania exceeded Sicily in its Amer- 
jean emigration. In 1906 over 75,000 Campan- 
Jane sailed from Naples for New York. 

In area Campania is seventh of the Italian 
‘departments. It is about one-ninth as large as 
‘Illinois. But its density of population is five 
times as great. In all Italy only Liguria is 
more densely settled. Even if we omit Naples, 
Campanta's density exceeds 240 a square mile. 
Campanta's population is approximately that of 
Tilinois, if we leave out Chicago. It is consid- 
erably in excess of that of Indiana.

Owners of Local Craft to Use Every 
Effort to Have Rule Repealed.

Tachtsmen in the Chicago harbor and prob- 
ably all along the great lakes, figuratively 
speaking, are thrown on their beam ends over 
A ruling, to them unaccountable, which was 


lows: 

The collector of custome at Chicago is in receipt 
of a new ruling by Commissioner of Navigation 
Chamberlain at Washington affecting pleasure 
yachts which will be of vital importance. to yacht 
owners. leasure craft which are required to be 
documented should be enrolled and licensed the 
same as vessele when not proceeding to 
the seacoast. The new ruling is that pleasure 
44 are required to report and clear the same 

vessels. Formerly pleasure craft re- 

pie hog 2 licenses which exempted them from 

reporting and clearing at lake ports, It is im por- 

tant that yaclt owners observe this new ruling 

because the same penalty will be imposed for its 

violation as is now levied upon commercial vessele 
for nonobeervance of this rule.“ 


Rule Upsets Local Sailors. 


The wording of the ruling is sufficiently 
plain, but its possible effects are too com- 

plex for the fresh water sailormen to understand 
at thie time, Apparently the purpose of the com- 
missioner is to beset the owners of pleasure craft 
large and small, with all the interwoven ma- 
chinery which governs the movements of large 
veasele of the common carrier class. 

Local yachtemen were quick to take action with 
a view of having the obnoxious rule repealed. 
On the eve of the Chicago Yacht chub’s long dis- 


| tance cruising race to Mackinac island next Satur- 


day, boat owners of that club were particularly 
concerned over the issuance of the rule, and they 
are at a lose to understand why it was so sud- 
denly put in force. 

Ever since the ‘inoeption of the sport yachtamen 
have felt they were free to go and come as they 
liked, and no enterifig and clearing regulations 
have been imposed upon them. The consensus of 
opinion among the local amateur tars is that the 
law will prove to be unconstitutional, and they 
are preparing to fight ite enforcement. 

As soon as the draft of the rule was received 
at the Chicago Yacht club A. Sheldon Clark of 
that organization issued a letter to secretaries 
of all the recognized yacht clubs on the great 
lakes. In the communication the yachtsmen of 
other were urged to use all possible influ- 
ence that might effect a repeal of the law. 


How Mixup Started. 


Under 
United States the secretary of the treasury may 

cause yachts used exclusively for pleasure vessels 
buflt in the United States and owned by citizens 
0 country to be licensed on terms which wiil 
aut them to proceed from port to port of the 
United States and by sea to foreign ports, with- 
out entering or clearing at the various customs 
houses. In the face of this law, yachtemen are 
pussled as to how the latest construction of the 
commissioner of navigation could have been placed 
upon it. 

It is seid that the mixup arose when 
the stéam yacht Cornelia, recently sold to Marghall 
D. Wilber of Chicago, but formerly the property 
of R. C. Crawford of St. Joe, Mich., was brought 
to this port to stay. According to the local yachts- 
men Mr. Crawford had the yacht at Grand Haven, 
and not being sure of his position, he Went to 
the barge office at the Michigan port and applied 
for clearance papers to Chicago.

COMPANY TO INSURE BANKS 
WITH RIDGELY AT ITS HEAD. 


Plan Intended to Supplant State and 
National Guarantee Schemes and Pro- 
tect Depositors from Loss.

Washington, D. C., July 19.—[Specia!.)— 
Ingurance of bank deposits by a private cor- 
poration is the latest plan in banking to be 
adopted here. Former Controller of the Cur- 
rency William Barrett Ridgely of Illinois, 
son-in-law of Sentaor Cullom, has accepted 
thé presidency of the company to be organ- 
ized. The company will be the National Bank 
Audit company of Washington, D. C. 

Mr. Wadsworth of the firm of Wadsworth 
& Straith-Miller, fiscal agents of New York 
City, has been here arranging for the organi- 
sation of the company. Before leaving Mr. 
Wadeworth said: 

“ Thig method of bank guarantee avoids all 
the objections of the state guarantee, with its 
political and other complications, It avoids 
the illegality and danger of the mutual guar- 
antee whereby the strong bank guarantees 
the week one, Instead of making one bank 
line another and encouraging wild cat bank- 
ing, the basis of the whole system is a care- 
ful selection of banks as the result of com- 
plete, impartial, and accurate information 
and giving the advantage of the guarantée 
only to these whose record and present con- 
dition demonstrate their title to it. 

„The capital stock of the company will be 
placed among the banks and bankers who 
are the clients for the audit certificates and 
asset guarantees. The steck will be sold to 
the banks where the law permits and to the 
officers and directors of the banks where that 
is necessary or advisable.
